Many years ago I was serving as captain 


In I ho Ono Hundred and Ulovcnth regiment 
At I ho period of my story wo wore quartern 
at !>., a fortress of considerable size In tb 
sou Hi of England.

Tho regular approach to the fortress 


IB In a wide road of gradual ascent, so con- 
trlv..,| as to ho raked by flro from ono or 
other of llio iwstions or outworks throughout 
it« course. It crosses tho ditches over draw- 
l.nd;;.-s, protected by special works of great 
slren/th. 


In i imo of war these drawbridges would be 


kept raised, ai:cl would only bo lowered tem- 
poral ily on urgent occasions. When raised 
the fortress would bo inaccessible from with- 
out, unless scaling ladders were used to cross 
the ditches. In timo of peace, however, tlio 
draw I n-iilgosnro rarely raised, n strong guard, 
nevei iheless, being Invariably posted over 
them 


For the convenience of tho officers and cer- 


tain <if the residents of tho citadel, there was 
n nhort cut which might bo used. This was a 
fiKilpnth up tho steep side of theclift", through 
a strongly guarded postern gate. Tho path 
led in zigzag fashion up to the counterscarps 
of tli" ditches, which wero crossed by light 
plank bridges, so designed as to be removable 
with great easo in a fow minute*.

The pro|x>rtion of persons suscept- 
ible to hypitntizutinn is variously estimated 
by different observers, and depends upon the 
nationality, class, temperament, and so on, 
of the individuals observed. It is probably a 
fair statement that about 10 to 20 per cent, 
mnke acceptable subjects. 


POINTS OF KI'ECIAI, I.VmiEST. 


Referring for detailed description to th 


more extended accounts, we notice brief! 
a few points of special interest hero: (1) th 
genuineness, (!2) the border land, nnd (8) th 
dangerous aspect of this study. The first is

Under the second head wo havo to discuss

thought trausfciTonco, magnetism, clairvoy- 
ance and so on. It is often stated that iu the 
deepest hypnotic states the subject becomes 
clairvoyant, predicts future events, reads tho 
numbers on bank notes known only to the 
holder, and performs manv similar and moro 
wonderful feats. It is safe to say that tho 
evidence for none of these miracles is satis- 
factory. In 1S37 a prize of 3,000 francs was 
offered to any ono mailing without the aid of 
eyesight, and remained unredeemed, though 
several applicants were successfully exposed; 
the usual trick consisted in tho power to seo 
a great den.1 through a very small opening in 
the skillfully maneuvered bandage. 


It is well known that the hypnotic state 


favors just this kind of sensibility, and the 
examples already on record of the exalted 
sensibilities of such subjects, especially when 
combined with the exquisite shrewdness and 
passionate love of deceit of a hysterical tem- 
Ixirament, make the attributing of appar- 
ently incredible occurrences to more remote 
causes a very questionable proceeding. Tho 
most important sourco of error in all such 
experiments is tho unconscious suggestion of 


the loving husband's erier ana despair Is 
mingled with the more prosaic details of each 
day's events. 
She suffered no pain but 


rapidly weakened. Her life, no doubt, was 
prolonged by the assiduous care of the two

Tho hard- 
est blow had fallen upon tho unhappy sailor 
but not the last. On tho 2Uth this entry ap- 
pears: "Another death at midnight—my 
mate, Joshua Keller. Ho suffered terrible 
pain from cramps till death relieved him 
i he doctors say his death was caused by ex- 
posure and imprudence. His home was in 
Kockland, Mo. Ho leaves a wife and infant 
chad. I am now all alone, and tho only nav- 
igator on board tho ship. God only knows 
what will become of the ship and tho passen- 
gers if I happen to take the cholera and die.' 


This lost misfortune, however, did not be- 


fall tho ship, though it seems almost a mira- 
cle that he was spared. Every care fell upon 
his shoulders.

It belongs to specialists, aud it is they 
alone who can conduct the exiieriments so as 
to benefit mankind, and draw "the conclusions 
that validly follow from the observations. 
The public is always over anxious for an im- 
mediately practical result, and does not ap- 
preciate the moral value of scientific reserve. 


Hecau.se a refractory boy who while hyp- 


notized was impressed with the necessity of 
hi* reform really seemed to improve, "hyp- 
notic moralization" IK proposed as a patent 
mode of education, in disregard of all the 
dangers attending such a practice, of the in- 
security of our knowledge in the mutter, aud 
of its analogy with such normal experience 
as that of an impressive accident rearrang- 
ing the moral disposition of a susceptible 
youth. Remember that tliis busty practical 
application of newly discovered facts (?) is 
often the iniirk of charlatanry. It was Mes- 
mer who, on discovering "animal magnet- 
ism," immediately hud it ready for sale to 
bo applied for the cure of all diseases: it is 
the phrenologist who, glimpsing the fact that 
different areas of thu brain servo different 
purposes, rustics to nil open shop where, un- 
der tho inspiration of a fee, cranial bumps 


Every part of tho ship hod to be visited

A very few 
men havo it in their power to corner tho 
sponge market, but they have never done it 
yet, and can bo depended on not to, for the 
reason that they already havo as much of 
tho world as they caro to use. There is no 
mercantile business kuown in which sales aro 
so certain with so littlo effort on tlio part of 
tho dealer; where overstocking and dull mar- 
kets aro so rarely known, or where tho 
profits acquired are so very generous. 


THE DIVERS' WOBK. 


Tho best sponges aro found in tUo Grecian 


archipelago, in water as shallow in some 
cases as forty foot, and ranging from that to 
depths below any known soundings. The 
deeper tho water tho finer and moro expen- 
sive is the product found. Tho Grecian goods 
aro known as silk sponges, and grade in price 
from $3 to 8100 a pound, a range which is 
accounted for by tho almost limitless variety 
in texture, sizo and shape. To just what king- 
dom a sponge belongs there seems to bo no 
settled opinion. Mr. Lindner, manager for 
the Chicago company, when BOOH hy n rn- 
porter, stated that the formation known to 
tho trade as sponges is tho product of myriads 
of small insects that gather tho floating, 
particles found in tho ocean and build the 
fungus like growth, much as coral reefs nr« 
built, attaching it to any substance they 
find—a rock or the sunken timber of along 
wrecked vessel. 


Tho Grecian government controls all the 


Mediterranean spougo fields, and leases to 
tho firms engaged in tho business such tracts 
of water as are, agreed on. Tho boundaries 
of these, leased waters aro fixed by floating 
buoys, and no loose is rnado for moro thai' 
one year. 


The dealer hires his sailors and divers, who 


man tho clumsy little sail boats and proceed 
to their emploj'er's grounds. 
Hero tho cap- 


tain in chargo employs tho water glass, scan- 
ning tho bottom of tho sea in search ot 
sponges. When ho fluds a promising bed ho 
directs the divers. These men aro mainly 
natives, and work entirely naked. Each 
boat is provided with a number of stonoa 
weighing about fifty pounds, to each of which 
is attached a coil of fine rope. Tho diver 
takes up one of these stones, poises himself 
on tho gunwalo of the boat, inhales a heavy 
draft of air and plunges head downward into 
the water, holding tho rock ahead of him at 
arm's length. As ho reaches the bottom ho 
drops the stone, which is hauled up into th« 
boat by tho rope. 


The diver gropes about until ho can find 


the sponges, which he puts in a netting sack 
swung to his waist. Sometimes ho does not

Bells In the British Isles. 


The introduction of bells into western Eu- 
rope is usually set down at about A, D 550 
However, one Clemmetti, abbot, or, as some 
say bishop of Waine, la thought to have 
used one in his monastery as early as 460 
A. D. History records the fact that Bene- 
dict, abbot of Woarraouth, hod one which 
he obtained to Italy, erected on a campanile 
near his church in 680. They had been fause 
M France more than 100 years at the time 
of Benedict's enterprising venture. Pope 
Babinlaus, who ruled from the year 604 to 
the year 607, A. D., first established rules 
concerning the ringing of bells. His ordi- 
nance declared that they should be rung 
every hour a warning to the people to hi 
ready for the hours of worshijT Germany 
was almost 600 years behind Prance In tha 
matter of bells, there being none in that 
country prior to the beginning of the Elev- 
enth century. The first bell put up In Eng- 
land was that at Croyland Abbey, Uncoli- 
shire, intheyearMS.

PREPARING FOB THE UABKET. 


When enough sponges aro gathered to fill 


the boat the crew proceeds to tho shore 
whero tho goods aro spread out for inspec- 
tion by tho officers of tho government, nnd 
tho rate of tho lease is fixed by the quantity 
of sponges secured.

When ready for shipment tho 
bales resemble compressed cotton, oxccptin 
that they are enveloped iu coarso cloth. Th 
range in quality of these Mediterronea 
sponges is very great Now and then i 
very deep water, a small, close fiboral snon^ 
is found, very light in color, and when dry 
nearly tho size of an orange. These command 
a price as high as $50 a pound. 


The West India sponge is cheaper in pric 


because poorer in quality. The fishing them 
is done by poles exclusively, thesponges beins 
found iu water not more than forty feet deep 
They are known as shcepswool, grass velvet 
reef aud yellow sponges. The first mention* 
is the finest, and is quoted at from $3 to $3 D 
pound, velvet at about SI, nnd graia sponges 
as low as ten cents a pound. The quantity 
imported into America amounts to $1 000 OOC 
in value annually. Key West, Fla.] variel 
her cigar making with a sponge fishing in- 
dustry, from which nearly $500,000 worth oi 
sponges ore taken each year. The volume oi 
the business increases yearly, as sponges are 
put to a greater variety of uses as time goes 
by, and this in spite of tho fact that the r,ric< 
has steadily increased for the past ten years. 
Goods that could bo bought for $1.25 a pound 
in 1879 will bring $2.75 today. 


A bad feature of the business is that tho 


American people demand a light colored 
sponge, which in very few cases is a natural 
color. To satisfy this desire strong acids ar 
used to bleach tbo goods, tho effect being 
very injurious not only to tho sponge bu 
to tho bumaa skin upon which it is after 
ward used. Iu Europe sponges aro used in 
their natural color, but the general public 
in America U not yet educated up to tho 
proper understanding of this matter. 


Another unpleasant fact, akin to this 


that hundreds of sponges used at hospitals 
are bought up by street fakirs after then- 
days of usefulness there are ended, subjected 
to a chemical treatment supposed to clean 
them, bleached or dyed to suit the fancy of 
the vender, and then loaded into baskets and 
offered for sale on the streets. Whether 
they are purged of all impurity is a question. 
Certainly the best sponge is the cheapest ono 
la tho long run, and tho best can only be 
secured by paying an equivalent price. -Chi- 
cago Herald.

Tho fury of tho Waters. 


By tho bursting of tho South Fork 


dam at Johnstown, Pa., from 13,000 to 
15,000 lives were lost and $33,000,000 
worth of property destroyed. Corpses 
floated down the Ohio river past Pitts- 
burg, seventy-eight miles west of Johns- 
town. The losses in New York, Penn- 
sylvania. Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia from tho great rainfall and 
flood will not fall short of $40,060,000. 
The Johnstown calamity was tho direst 
disaster l>y flood that has over overtaken 
an English speaking people. 


Fifteen years ago tho dam at Mill 


River, Mass., burst, causing terrible ruin 
and loss of life. In China, for centuries, 
the banks of tho low lying Yellow rivor 
have been dammed and diked up, as la 
done at present with the Southern Mis- 
sissippi Higher and higher above the 
heads of t lie people the leve* were built, 
until two years ago, 1887, the mighty 
water rcie in its strength, burst tho 
bonds which held it as though they had 
been paper and destroyed half a million 
people. 


Within a year two other artificial resy- 


voirs, similar to that at Johnstown, have 
broken their banks ami caused wide ruin 
and lossof life. The first was at Montreux, 
Switzerland, the second in South Amer- 
ica. There was one feature common to 
all three of these dam disasters. The 
embankments were known to be unsafe. 
Repeated warnings had been given, 
which were heeded neither by tho hap- 
less souls who dwelt in tho path of de- 
struction , nor by thoso whose duty it was 
to see,that the works wcro secure. In 
tttfy cose man's puny strength can never 
measure itself against tho nature forces. 
Sooner or later, be his achievement wliat 
It will, they rise and overwhelm him. 
Hereafter men should think twice before 
damming tip great reservoirs upon hills 
above towns and cities. 


There remains to be recalled the awful 


devastation of the waters in the Straits 
of Sunda, in the volcanic eruption of 
Krakaton in tho summer of 1888. Fol- 
lowing that eruption, tidal waves forty 
feet high swept the shores of the straits 
and islands. 
Forty thousand persona 


were drowned by these waves. 
Vast 


ruin by flood has come upon different 
parts of the earth in tho past seven years. 
In 1888 and '84 in America happened 
the fearful successive floods in the Ohio 
valley. In the spring of 1883 occurred 
tho breaking of the levees and the over- 
flow of the Mississippi, bringing terrible 
destruction, sickness and loss of life. 
At Jackson, Miss., the river waa at one 
time sixty miles wide. It would be in- 
teresting to know what peculiar atmos- 
pheric or planetary disturbance has been 
behind it all 


The strangest feature of all In connec- 


tion with the floods and ruin In the 
United States Is that the storm which 
wrecked Johnstown seems to have gone 
around the world. Within a day or two 
after oar great storm, a hurricane and 
•rater spout caused great destruction 
and death at Reichenbach, Germany. 
The same day there came from the 
other side of the world news that 10,000 
lives had been lost in a hurricane at 
Bong Kong. 


England, United States and Germany

This will bring in 
five new mcnsbers. Tho Republicans ex- 
pect to elect ell those, but the Democrats 
aro also confident of securing the mem- 
ber from Montana, which went Demo- 
cratic in the lecent election there. 


Tho next houso will contain 825 mem- 


IKTB, Jncludin^those from the new states. 
If the Republican? elect all five of the 
new members the party will have a ma- 
jority of only eight. Death or accident 
can easily cut off oueor more membcrsof 
cither party, even now, before the meet- 
ing of the house. 


Thcro is so much able material for the 


upcakersliip that this promises to bo a 
difficult matter to settle. There will be a 
fierce fight over the rules, hinging on 
the question of how much power tho 
minority parly shall havo to obstruct 
legislation, filibustering, aa it is called. 
Each now home of representatives makes 
its own rules 
Tho minority party has 


liad wide latitude to filibuster in the last 
two congresses. 
Tho Republicans will 


endeavor to cliango this. They say that 
five changes in tho rules that governed 
tho Fiftieth concress will accomplish it. 
On tho other hand tho Democrats will 
oppose these c hangcs with all tho force 
and persistence at their command. So 
that oven if the session is called in Oc- 
tober, it will merely give opportunity for 
tho house to get a good ready for Decem- 
ber. IIowcvi r tho country at largo may 
view it, tho contest will be watched with 
profound interest by parliamentarians 
all over tho world. It will certainly bo 
a, pretty fight.

says: 


I think that a parliamentary struggle such as

Carncgto on Wealth. 


Mr. Andrew Carnegie's paper iu Tho 


North American Review on tho true 
Gospel of We.iltli is interesting as being 
She mature judgment of a self made mill- 
ionaire. In our present civilization there 
aro and must bo rich and poor. This is 
the basis of his proposition. Mr. Carne- 
gie even sayn it is best that it should 
be so. 


But tho must interesting part of his 


[Kipcr is that in which ho speaks of tho 
disposition a rich man should make of 
his wealth. It is mere vulgarity and os- 
tentation to leave immense estates to 
children and heirs. Tho rich man bliould 
provide sufficient incomes for tho women 
of his fatnilj to lire well. lie should 
also leave very moderate incomes in- 
deed to his tons, only enough to keep 
them from w:int, for tho inheritance of 
immense wealth is a curse to young men. 
After thus providing for thoso depend- 
ent on him, tho much moneyed man 
should devote, during his lifetime, tho 
rest of his wealth to tho good of com- 
munity. Ho is a trubteo for the poor, 
and imV', if truly civijized, look on him- 
self in that light. IIo is strictly bound 
in duty to administer his surplus reve- 
nues in tho manner which, in his judg- 
ment, is best calculated to produce the 
most beneficial results for the commu- 
nity. 


As instances of surplus wealth nobly 


applied, Mr. Carnegie names Cooper in- 
stitute iu Now York and tho free five- 
million Tildeii library that is to be, per- 
haps. If the millionaire does not thua 
do good with his wealth in his lifetime, 
hia csta?o aloukl bo heavily taxed by 
death rates, after he has loosed his hold 
upon it, the tax to bo spent for the good 
of community. 


George A. Chace, at the head of tho 


Bowne cotton mills, at Fall River, Mass., 
has announced that after July 1 the 
mills will become a profit sharing estab- 
lishment. Nut less than six per cent, of 
tho cash dividends of the concern will be 
divided amon * tho employes on or before 
February, 1890. Tho plan will be tried 
as an experiment during six months. 
Tho management wish to seo what effect 
tho arrangement will have on the quan- 
tity and quality of work turned out, 
also on tho general carefulness and con- 
duct of the employes.

Senator Edmunds' paper on corruptpo- 


litical methods in this country has much 
of interest. The Vermont senator admits 
there is political corruption, and a good 
deal of it. But ho believes it can be reme- 
died. Ilo also comes out strongly in fa- 
\ or of civil service reform. Ho would 
prevent political corruption by the fol- 
lowing means: 


1. Improved registration laws, administered by 


Intelligent, rcputablo and responsible men taken 
from nil parties. 


± Tho elections to bo conducted by officers of 


the iiixht'bt character and ability, taken from all 
parties, under prot islons which shall faecuro tho 
privacy of tho \ oter and tho secrecy of his ballot, 
and at tlwsamo time shall securo truth, equality 
and jtr-tico In tho conduct of tiie election offices. 


3. Tut* public canvass of tho votes v, itnessed by 


representatives of all parties ami tho publication 
of full accounts of election expenses. 


4., Tho final returns to bo canva&sed in the same 


way. 


6. Provision for tho prompt hearing and de- 


cision of disputed questions by the courts. 


0. Tho punishment of false nnd illegal registra- 


tion, bribery in connection with registrations or 
elections, aiding or abetting bribery, or attempt- 
lug or conspiring to bribe, or to register, or to veto 
Illegally. 


7. Moro stringent qualifications of jurors.- 
8. Oaths by all persons proposing to register, all 


voters at tho election, and all persons elected or 
claiming election, that they have not been guilty 
of, or aided Iu any way in, false or Illegal registra- 
tion or voting, bribery or attempting or conspir- 
ing to bribe, or making false canvasses or returns. 


9. A largo limitation of tho Influx of foreigners 


and of the naturalization thereof, and more per- 
fect scrutiny in admitting to naturalization. 


10 And last, but far from least, tho better edu- 


cation of tho voters and their children—an educa- 
tiou Including tho essential truth that every citi- 
zen of tho republic in town, district, city, state or 
nation is personally a real factor for good or ill in 
tho great sum of tho general welfare. 


Who Is the American? 


Where is tho New Englander gone? 


no is not in New England any more. 
Over one-half tho inhabitants in the six 
original Yankee states aro either of for- 
eign birth or the children of foreign born 
parents. It has been suggested that tho 
missing inhabitants of New England 
havo gone to the western and northwest- 
ern states, but a born and bred Minne- 
sotian writes a letter in The New York 
Tribune dispelling this idea. 


In tho childhood of this writer the 


people of Minnesota were native Ameri- 
cans who had cotno from tho older states. 
They formed little farm communities, 
with tiieir schools and churches, which 
tho letter writer describes in an idyllic 
way. In this same neighborhood now 
there aro not a half dozen American 
families left. Tho Germans, with their 
women doing farm labor and their greater 
economy, havo bought the pioneer farms 
and crowded the families out, our 
writer says. One day he rode fifty miles 
on horseback recently in Minnesota, and 
found nobody who could give him direc- 
tions about tho road in good English. 
The people were Norwegians. 


In a quiet way a movement from Eu- 


rope to America has been in progress for 
fifty years which is a genuine migration 
of nations. The Scandinavians in the 
two Dakotas are able to control the elec- 
tions, occordinff to this authority. Min- 
neapolis is governed by the Scandina- 
vian vote. In a town of 800 in Dakota 
there are not three native Americans. 
The rest are Norwegians. Thero are 
whole communities of Russians, Danes, 
Swedes and one or two of Icelanders. 


But where is the native American, the 


descendant of the Puritan, or even of 
those who came to America a hundred 
years ogo?_ 


There are in Boston over 400,000 people. 


Of these 205,850 go to church on Sunday. 
The rest go somewhere else or stay at 
home. 


A new compulsory educational law in 


Massachusetts incidentally brings pri- 
vate schools under the supervision of 
public school authorities. It provides 
that every child in a city or town shall 
attend for twenty weeks in the year a 
public day school or

private 


school approved by the school committee 
of such city or town. This is called the 
Wardwell school law,

Roumania, contributes an idyllic sketch 
to The Forum. Sho writes of the Rou- 
manian peasant, llor sketch begins: 


A situ as big apain as Ln the rest or Curope; the 


aky deep blue overhead, shading (lam to white; 
oil the horizon a shimmering curtain of golden 
dust cloud; jrreen maize and ripening wheat as 
Car as tho eye can reach; and In the vast BUD 
scorched solitude a singlo cart drann by black 
buffaloes moves slouly on as though of it« own 
accord, though on closer observation the driver 
will bo secu stretched prono ou top of his high 
piled load: such is Roumania. Tho team cornea 
to a bridge—for since King Charles began to rule 
there ore bndges But the peasant rises, stauda 
straight up Ui his white blouse and w hite breeches, 
broad leather belt and felt hat, and drives his 
buffaloes past the bridge and almost uerpeudicu- 
iarly down the steep bank into the water. 


The exquisite word painting continues, 


deru a boy, with nothing on but an ab- 
breviated bhirt and enormous lambskin 
cap, hugs to his breast a goose nearly a« 
big aa himself. Tho married women all 
wear white veils constantly. From her 
wedding day, nobody, not even her hus- 
band, ever sees a Roumanian peasant 
woman's hair. As a matter of form, a 
bride is expected to cry a little, when her 
hair is rolled up tight and tucked under 
handkerchief which is henceforth to 
cover it during her earthly existence. 
Women who work in tho fields wear fre- 
quently felt hats like) men, but tho hat 
must be put over the white veil To die 
un wedded seems to both men and women 
the greatest misfortune that can over- 
take one. 


The Roumanian peasants are unique. 


1'Vcnch fashions and modern ideas have 
not reached them. They are, therefore, 
the most picturesque and interesting peo- 
ple of Europe. 
Descended from the 


Roman colonists who settled the country 
under Emperor Trajan, they preserve 
still something of the noble carriage and 
dignity of character of tho ancient 
Roman. 
They have aquiline features 


and piercing black eyes. But they are 
mixed with other strains of blood, both 
eastern and western. They are quite as 
much Oriental as European. 
There are 


300,000 gypsies among them. The Rou- 
manian language is a Latin dialect. But 
the admixture of wilder, younger and 
warmer blooded races than that of 
Rome has given to the people a fervid 
poetic temperament. 
The common peo- 


ple speak naturally in metaphor. 


"Have you any sons?" the queen asked 


of an aged peasant woman of 
and imposing presence. 


"I had two firs, but the tempest laid 


them low," was the reply. 


One day the queen visited seven schools 


in Little Wallachia, "Never have I seen 
at once so many strikingly beautiful 
eyes," she writes. "Tho most incompe- 
tent school master surely never could 
spoil what the good Otod made BO per- 
fect." 


Tho genuine Roumanian is the laziest 


of mortals. In tho morning ho drinks a 
glass of whisky. 
Through the day he 


has two meals, each consisting of some 
corn cakes and a couple of onions. Two 
days' work in the week will keep him 
abundantly supplied with these! Why 
should ho work longer? In point of fact, 
ho does not and will not work longer. 
Happy philosophy! Jolly content! What 
to him are revolutions and the contests 
of labor and capital? Ho owes his con- 
tent and security to the fact that Rou- 
mania is a thinly peopled country. 


Finally, the masculine Roumanian is 


not wildly devoted to wife and children. 
But lie loves his mother passionately, and 
places her before everybody else.

Future of Steam. 


Professor Thurston, of Cornell uni- 


versity, does not believe the steam en- 
gine will be superseded in a hurry by 
any other motor, not even electricity. 
Ho says, on the contrary, that improve- 
ments will continue to be made in it 
which will adapt it more and more to 
tho mighty industrial enterprises of the 
centuries to come. Gas engines can be 
used for small industries, not for great 
ones. Tho first improvement? will be in 
the direction of overcoming tho enormous 
waste of fuel whereby speed and power 
are obtained. Great changes for the bet- 
ter in this respect have already been 
made. 
Ho prophesies that tho next 


generation will see a steam engine driv- 
ing a ship across the Atlantic in three or 
four days, at an expenditure of one 
pound of fuel per horse power an hour. 
Flying trains may bo expected to cross 
tho continent in two days, transporting 
freight at a cost of $3 or §4 a ton. The 
steam engino will yet bo improved by a 
hundred inventors.

which leaves New York June 19. This 
will be one of the most interesting and 
picturesque assemblies that ever came 
together.

Atlantic Fogs. 


They aro unique. They are quite as 


heavy and obscuring as a London fog. 
They add an element of great danger to 
shipping interests. The danger becomes 
more terrible with every year, as the 
number of small and large craft increases 
on our coasts. Already no great fog set- 
tles down along the eastern shores and 
remains for twenty-four hours that some 
accident does not occur. Collisions take 
place, and often great iron steamers that 
start out in the fog return to port a few 
hours later with jagged, gaping holes in 
their sides, lucky that they did not go to 
the bottom at once with all on board. 
Fearfully often, too, tho trim little white 
pilot beats that dance so jauntily over 
the waI-es and venture far out to sea 
to meet incoming steamers aro crushed 
like paper boxes by the huge black 
prows that run down upon them una- 
wares, and the pilots go to death with- 
out a moment's warning. 


These fogs are so dense that at times 


feet away cannot be clearly 


seen. Sometimes one lingers sullenly 
along the horizon for days, then sinks in 
an instant like a cloud upon the coasts 
and river mouths. One moment the sun 
will be shining upon the water. In an- 
other the cloud drops, and all is gray 
and dark. Fog bells ring, steam whis- 
tles scream on all sides, and not a thing 
can be seen, not even an electric light, a 
little distance away. The great May fog 
on the Atlantic lingered eight days out 
at sea before it finally closed in and en- 
veloped shore and harbor. The lino of 
it between sunshine and gray was sharp- 
ly defined as it stole across the waters.

Yankee Art at Paris. 


Reports from the American exhibit in 


the Paris exposition aro not calculated to 
puff our national vanity unduly. One 
correspondent surna the matter up by 
saying that the American constructive 
sense is superior to the European, while 
tho decorative sense ia immeasurably in- 
ferior. 


In tho field of hard, practical machin- 


ery, electrical and otherwise, in the field 
of mere raw material, America stands 
foremost. Our gold, silver and glass 
work also make a creditable exhibit. 
Our gold and silver ware at Paria are 
marked by elegance and simplicity of 
design. That much is conceded. But 
0:1 tho plane where art makes of tho use- 
ful a thing of beauty and a joy forever 
our skill is shamefully deficient. 
In tex- 


tile fabrics, wood carving, pottery, paper 
aad leather work our exhibit shows 
merely a few bald and feeblo designs. 
For beauty in these manufactures we 
must look to Europe and Asia. Tho dis- 
plays of the slowest nations of tho far 
Orient aro superior, artistically, to those 
of America. 


As a remedy, more careful training of 


11 10 eye and hand in school children is 
suggested. England a number of years 
ago found her artisans falling behind 
those of Franco and Belgium in artistic 
conceptions. She immediately imported 
designers and artists, and established 
schools and museums for training in the 
drcorativo industrial arts. Now sho is 
ablo to hold her own with the best, al- 
though by nature tho English aro no 
uioro artistic than tho Americans. Mean- 
time, about all America has to bo proud 


Four thousand miles west of tho Chili 


coast in tho South Pacific ia Pitcairn's 
Island. Tho story'is known to every 
school child how, iu 1789, nino whito 
men, mutineers from tho English ship 
Bounty, settled Pitcairn'a Island, taking 
with them dusky wives from Tahiti 
Being mutineers, they took pains to leave 
no trace behind whereby they could be 
pursued. 


Nothing was known of them till 1808, 


when an American captain, Folger, vis- 
ited the Island and was surprised to find 
it inhabited by a light race, who spoke 
excellent English. They wero the de- 
scendants of tho nino mutineers, and 
wero a handsome, peaceful, civilized 
people. The island is very small, only 
two and one-quarter miles long and one 
mile wide, and became overpopulated, 
but thirty-two yeara ago part of the in- 
habitants migrated to tho neighboring 
island of Norfolk. 


On Pitcairn Island thei» are now 117 


persona. 
It waa recently visited by 


Capt. Bunn, of the American ship Mika- 
do, The people aro the happiest on the 
globe. They have no money, and the 
land is owned in common, each cultivat- 
ing as much as he needs. Tho climate 
ia perfect, the eoil bringing forth in 
abundance both tropical and temperate 
products. Sickness, poverty and crime 
are alike unknown. The people behave 
themselves because they like to. They 
have a church and a school. Their isl- 
and is a garden of delicious fruits and 
beautiful flowers. The natives have tho 
manners of courteous, high bred gentle- 
men. There is no liquor on the island 
and no tobacco. 
They aro governed, 


such as it is, by a magistrate, elected 
every year. They gave fruit, flowers 
and fish to Capt. Bunn, but declined to 
receive money in return. Money was o£ 
no use to them, they said. How could 
electricity and taxes and a mortgage on 
their island improve the condition of 
these people?

A young man a&ks information about 


getting into one of tho United States na- 
val (raining ships. 


Tho apprentice ships of tho navy con- 


stitute a squadron to themselves. At all 
the United States navy yards boys aro 
n'cruitfd for those ships. They are taken 


a receiving ship. Regularly every 
aboard 
summer, too, the naval stearuer Michi- 
gan makes a trip around tho lakes, en- 
listing boys at all the ports for the navy. 
Tho candidate who wishes to become a 
trained seaman must bo between tho 
ages of 10 and 18. He must bo of sound 
physical health and reasonably good 
character. Tho bad boy who is tho ter- 
ror of a neighborhood will not be ac- 
cepted if the officers know it. 


As soon as he is enlisted tho young 


seaman's pay begins. From tho receiv- 
ing ship he is forwarded to the old war- 
ship New Hampshire, Newport, R. I. 
Ho remains a year on the New Hamp- 
shire. Here ho is instructed in common 
school branches, and is trained in the 
duties of a sailor. After that he goes on 
long cruises on the school ships that pa". 
out to sea. After this the young seaman 
is put to duty on regular war vessels. He 
must remain in tho navy till ho is 21, 
when, if ho wishes, ho can leavo the 
service. 


If he remains in tha navy, he can gain 


no promotion except to somo petty of- 
fico. Places in tho navy that are worth 
anything aro reserved for the society 
darlings who graduate at Annapolis. 
Worse still, the seamen from the train- 
ing ships are not permitted to enter the 
Naval academy. It ia a piece of snob-, 
bery altogether. The ambitious gradu- 
ate from the training ship, however, 
finds a fine field for promotion in the 
merchant marine service. Here his stt< 
perior training gives him great ad van' 
tage.

TUB IDEAL AND UEAL. 


Tho id"al west is "the land of tho free and 


tho homi) of tho brave." It is redeemed, re- 
generated and disenthralled from tho "out- 
worn" cioeds of a materialistic and often 
corrupt rivilization. It is not afraid to say 
that its soul is its own lest it should lose a 
dime or risk tho loss of a dollar. It has no 
exaggerated ideas In regard to tho value of 
money. It hog "old fashioned" notions of 
proprictj and has no foolish affectations 
fondly supposed to bo "bo English, you 
knaow." It has strength without brutality 
dignity without pomposity, sympathy with- 
out "gusli," and a discriminating hospitality 
that nov<:r fails to render "bailor to whom 
honoris duo." Tho ideal west has liberty 
without license, conformity withoutservility, 
ambition without small trickery, and a mag- 
nificent enterprise that means dovotion to 
noblo uses. 


This is tho ideal west, and it is fair as the 


moon, bright us thu sun, and to all forms of 
"genteel ignorance" it is indeed terrible as nn 
army with banners, for It has a "frankness 
In saying what others only think." 


The real west differs from tho ideal and is 


open to tho samo objection advanced by Mr. 
Howells' \ oung lady who refused her lover 
because lio WHS "too much of a mixture," 
Tho real west Is liko a merchant's "job lot," 
whore twi-iity-flvo cents will buy an article 
worth fifty cents or ono worth only ton couts, 
according to tho discrimination of tho buyer. 


Thoro th (i modified west whero certain land- 


marks onublo ono to feel that bo has "got out 
of tho will lorncM" of utter chaos. Reasonable 
concessions to long established and widely ac- 
cepted customs tako away tho "strangur-m-a- 
strango-land" feeling incident to tho totally 
unaccustomed and ono is given a "leavo to bo" 
that discloses in a very short time tho naturo 
and ozloiit of his possibilities nnd limitations.

IRVING BISHOP'S FEATS. 


What His Fi'Joml l)ixcy Has Seen Uim Do

"I know Irving Bishop for fifteen years," 


said Henry E. Dixcy, tho actor, to a reporter, 
"and ho was tho most remarkable man I ever 
mot. IIo was not simply reiuarlablo as a 
ruiiid reader, Lut ho wus a clovxr genius in 
other respects. Apparently a littlo insignifi- 
cant fellow, ho courageously went into Rus- 
sia and besought tho czar to grant him an 
opportunity of displaying his wonderful 
gifts. After repeated applications tho mon- 
arch deigned to rocc#ro him. His perform- 
ance before tho Russian court was to bo a 
crucial 
test, 
which 
would demonstrate 


whether tho young American was a phe- 
nomenon or a fraud. 


"One of tho czar's sons took daggers, and, 


«'hilo Bishop was blindfolded and put into 
another apartment of tho palace, went 
through all tho actions appropriate to 
stealthy attempt at stabbing. 
Then tho 


princo jumped into a sleigh, and, behind his 
three horses, ho rode through tho dark roads 
to a point about a mile distant from tho im- 
perial household, and there, in a deep snow 
bank, secreted tho dagger. On the princo's 
return liishop's eyes woro uncovered and ho 
got into tho sleigh. The mind reader directed 
the horses, although tho roads woro unknown 
to him and tho night was pitch dark, and 
alighted at precisely tho samo point whero 
tho young man had got out.

By decrees, through 
unceasing and watchful labor, by comparison 
of information nnd inlerHiiiiino of experi- 
ences, iixi*'rmK'ijts niul tiitui^Iit, nnd to no 
small cxtfnt, jierliaps, by uplifting the heavy 
ciirfuins of past centuries, ,ind unrolling the 
scrolls primal by those familiar « ith this dis- 
ease, thousands of years before tlio birth of 
tho Saviour nf man, and by tho material aid 
of practical common seus-e, joining its forces 
to tlioso of medical tciunce', the world has 
learned so much, and the- indications aro that 
knowledge is increasing so steadily and favor- 
ably, that wo are almost half justified in hop- 
ing that, at the end of the next rjuarter of a 
century, the time « ill not then be far distant 
that a controlling JIOULT shall bo found for 
the disetusc', of which one Atrcya, »ho wrote 
in India, probably moro than 4, 000 j'eorsago, 
said: "Tho man who neglects the disease at 
its commencement is suro to die, for it be- 
comes incurable." 


Tlio present method of caring for tho lepers 


is that of separating them from the rust of 
the community and making a settlement for 
them. At first, separation was tlio ono thing 
thought of, but cai-u was not considered. As 
the time has gone by, nnd especially since Fr. 
Damien devoted himself to tho work of alle- 
viating their condition, (hero has been much 
done in tlio way of care, until now the people 
aro as comfortable as they can bo with this 
terrible disease holding them in so stern a 
grasp.

The Involution of Tall Men. 


Ill n lecture delivered at the Royal institute 


by Professor Flower on tho "Pigmy llacos of 
Men," he referred to tlio curious fuct that (In 
"tallest and shortest races iu Europe aro re- 
spectively the Norwegians and tlio Lapps, 
living in almost tho samo region. Iu Africa, 
also, tho diminutive Bushmen and tho tallest 
raco of tho country, tho Kaffirs, aro close 
neighbors." Those facts indicate that climat 
soil and other physical conditions have but 
small influence on human stature, and suggest 
the question whether it is duo to social or 
moral agency. Tho comparative history of 
tho Lapps and Norwegians indicates that it 
may bo so. Tho Vikings were always a fight- 


race; the Lappscertainly arc, and so far as 


wo know, always have boon, an exceptionally 
peaceful people, and the Esquimaux, with 
whom they aro so nearly connected, aro tho 
same. Tho Lapps live on tho snowficlds of 
Norway, and tho Esquimaux on tho bitterest 
parts of tho arctic regions, just tho places to 
which the weakest would bo driven by cou- 
quorors who hnvo appropriated tho moro fer- 
tile regions. Tlio consequent hardship and 
semi-starvation would probably stunt tho 


For a considerable time thero was nobody 


to look out for theso peoplo. A man was 
sent there just to receive them, show them 
their houses and give them their weekly al- 
.owauco of food. Water was scarce, and had 
:o bo carried considerable distances, and great 
.ueonver.ienco nnd 
considerable 
suffering 


grew out of it 


Many who were approaching tho latter 


Btagos of tho disease, and those who had no 
friends or relatives with them, suffered mora 
or loss, but, to the credit of tho people bo il 
.aid, as a rulo they almost always found a 
'riend in their extremities. 
Thero was no 


lospital or building in those days where they 
could bo taken caro of. The tract of land 
oiistituting tho leper settlement projects 
rom tho main body of tho island, and forms 
a kind of shelf, including, probably, on area 
of about 5,000 acres, abounding with everj 
variety of soil, and everything necessary to 
supply tho wants of tho natives, and having 
a largo area of land to bo utilized for tho 
raising of stocks; tho sea abounds with fish, 
and before this place was occupied by tha 
lepers it sustained a very largo aud thriving 
population. 


Tho original inhabitants of tho place owned 


a great many pieces of land and houses, tho 
houses being mostly thatched ones, and onlj 
three or four wero wooden structures; tlio 
lauds wero mostly planted with taro, po- 
tatoes and 
other 
vegetables. 
Most of 


those 
houses and lauds wero purchased 


by tho government for tho accommoda- 
tion 
of 
tho 
lepers, 
and 
tho planted 


lands for their support All tho Qrst ship- 
ments of lepers wero allowed to tako their 
wives and husbands with them, or a son, and 
in some instances a daughter; but children 
wore not permitted to accompany them. 
Later, hon ever, lepers noro not allowed to 
tako their husband-, or \\ivcs with thorn, and 
visits to tho settlement ceased to bo per- 
mitted, exec-ping only under tho most strenu- 
ous circumstances, and only for a brief inter- 
view.
